Benton, 111., Nov. 2G.— Five 
hundred may be entombed in a 
shaft of one of the Chicago, \YLi­ 
mington and Franklin coal com­ 
pany’s mines at Orient, seven 
miles east of here, as the result 
of an explosion early today. 
Seven men barfly burned in the 
gas explosion wore taken from the 
mine at 10:30. 
Mine rescue cr**ws 
from ail over south ern Illinois were 
ordered to the scene. 


Eleven hundred men entered the 
company's mine at Orient early this 
m orning and it is believed aa many 


ms 600 are in th e shaft. 


The coal company, which hag its 
main offices here, refused to give out 
any information concerning the ex­ 
plosion. 
The mine holds the world's record 
in number of tons of coal hoisted 
durin g a n eight hour shift and is 
one of th e few in this section which 
hits been working steadily.

Bodies of tw o men badly' burned 
and crushed were taken

Eight miners

injured 
w* re rushed to hospitals. 
Attem pts to estim ate the number 
of men still in the mfhe following a 
gas explosion deep down In the shaft 
met with little success in the co nfu­ 
sion about the mouth ut the pit. 
While com pany officials insisted 
practically all the men had been a c ­ 
counted for, rum ors passed quickly 
about the crowd that at h a s t 2bt* 
were still buried in the 
wot kings. 
Those who could talk told of terrible 
suffering and narrow escapes from 
death by workers who retained p ret­ 
ence of mind and resorted to safety 
measures. 
A first aid station has been estab­ 
lished at tile company's office here 
where treatm ent will he adm inister­ 
ed before th*- men ar** sent to hos­ 
pitals. 
Women and children rushed to the 
mine en tra n ce when reports of the 
disaster reached them. 
Ropes bad 
been put around the mouth of the 
pit 
and guards stationed 
to keep 
back the crowds in order to facilitate 
the resen t work
